Panama, Miy 6.— It is reported here on 
trustworthy authority that a treaty has ban 
concluded between the government, at Bogota 
and the minister of the United States in re 
spect to the socurity of transit across the 
isthmus.

United State-, government certain right* ol 
guardianship of all transit, either by rail or 
canal, across the isthmus of Panama, with 
sjiecial duties of protection, to be exercise 1 
iu accord with the government of the United 
States of Colomliia.

Since 
that time father, mother and two daughters 
have died. The circumstances of each death 
were looked U|K>n by the neighliors as very 
peculiar and even mysterious, but it was 
not until the last death, that of Miss Anna 
Horan, that any attempt was made to clear 
away the mystery. When, on the night of 
December 2 last, this young lady died in the 
agonies of hysterical convulsions, after but 
a very brief illness, a willing response was 
made to the call of gossip's tongue, and an 
inquest was ordered by the authorities. 

The moment an autopsy of the body was 
juggestod the dead girl's sister Nellie bit- 
terly opposed it In her excited argument 
against such action she declared that she 
would kill the man who dared to bring the 
diasecting knife in contact with her sister's 
remains. This was the starting point for 
gathering a long chain of evidence against 
her, apparently indicating that she was the 
murderess of her sister. The body was 
opened, and the stomach sent to a Milwaukee 
■he i list, and it was found to contain enough 
utrychnine to kill several persona In accord- 
ance with the verdict of the coroner's jury 
Nellie Horan was placed under arrest te 
await examination.

RIVAL WAR SHIPS. 



The Garnet and the Mtrelok, and What 
Their Commanders Hare to way. 
N«w Yore, May 8.— Her British majesty 's 
corvette Garnet got up her anchor off Quar 
autine and steamed up the harbor until she 
was opposite the first ferry landing on the 
shore. Then she dropped her anchor 
again, and the gunners cleared away some of 
the broadside guns, and the powder monkeys 
got up some blank cartridges The Ameri- 
?olors were run up to the main truck 
laluted with twenty-one guns. This is a 
polite formula for presenting the compli- 
nts of the British lion te the Ameticnn 
eagle, and is customary among all navi.s. 
After that the men were ptpad on dash for 
inspection. 

Capt, Hand received office i s from Govern- 
ir's Island and from tho Uuib «l Slates ship 
Minnesota, after which he went asiiore and 
visited the British consul. Ile.-e he was seen 
and question. si by a repres-n; ive of tho 
American Press Association. In reply to 
questions as to how long he would remain in 
port, ho said: 

"There is no telling how long wo will re- 
main here. Sealed instructions have been 
forwarded to me from Iho home war offlce 
by way of the West Indies, and every 
steamer arriving from West India port* will 
b» boarded by one of ny officers until the 
right steamer comes in. These papers were 
expected to arrive on the steamer Trinidad. 
• nt she came in without them."

She has a voluptu- 
ous white female figurehead uuder her bow- 
sprit The muzzles of ten of her guns pro- 
truded through small ports In her sides, and 
and little square white jiorts open at frequent 
intervals below them te give light and air to 
the lower deck. The bow is sharp, but 
the stern is round. The sal lors w ear a uni 
form that is much like that worn by the 
American seamen often seen on Broadway. 
The cap is not quite so broad and the stripes 
on the flowing collars are broader. They 
are rather better dressed than the subjects 
of the czar on the Strelok.

The whole report of the county is not 
yet in, but from twenty-five country dis- 
tricts we have made an estimate and find 
that only 52 per cent, of the pupil chil- 
dren have been enrolled in the publie 
schools, with an average attendance of a 
little less than 30 per cent. In the city 
our estimate shows that about 40 per 
cent, of the number shown bv the cen- 
sus report has been enrolled, with an 
actual attendance of 32 per cent. 

When the year has closed we expect 
to publish a tabulated statement of every 
public school in the county, with the per- 
centage of enrollment and average at- 
tendance, but are sure there will be no 
great difference from the figures in the 
above. 

Then let us look the question fairly in 
the face. Of the ti,728 children in the 
county only half are enrolled in the pub- 
1 c schools, and not one-tiiird in ictual at- 
tendance. How shall this tnult in the 
present system be met? Shall we resort, 
some claim, to compulsory education ?

be compelled to pav for books and cloth- 
ing for children ; for we would find that 
the laboring classes, and especially ten- 
ants in the country, who depend on the 
labor of their children to make a crop, 
would not take kindly to such a plan. 
But. without enumerating objections, we 
doubt not that a sufficient number will 
suggest themselves to show the utter fu- 
tility of a coen ial system under a free 
Government. 

According to our way of thinking, wo 
must increase the attendance upon the 
instruction of the public schools, by 
bringing them to a higher standard. It 
is the mission of the public schools to 
absorb all ot hers, but this can be only on 
the principle of " the survival of the lit- 
est.'' 

As individuals and districts, let us then 
build better school houses ; pay better 
salaries; employ better teachers; and, 
beginning a higher grade of preparation, 
make the profession of teaching more re- 
spectable ; require more constant and 
vigilant superintendence on the part 
of school officers; and last, but not least, 
let us take more interest in the public 
school — our school— the people's school, 
aud in the education of our neighbor's 
children, and we will find that our inter- 
est lias been contagious ; that our neigh- 
bors are participating in our enthusiasm, 
and the schools are advanced by one 
common impulse, while the teachers of 
private schools come flocking in to help 
on the good cause. Thera is no such 
thing as stand still. We must go for- 
ward aud keep abreast with the progress 
of the age, or fall behind into decay and 
die of our own inertia.

CLKVBi^un, May 6. — James Turpi", for 
the past nix years a We convict in the Ohlc 
penitentiary, arrive*] in thig city, hi* old 
home, having been pardoned by Gov. Hoadly. 
For twelve year* prior to lhTO, Turpiu was • 
reaident of the eighteenth ward of thi* city, 
working industriously at his trade an a shoe- 
maker. HiH wife died, leaving a daughter, 
Jennie, to hi* care. Deprived of a mother'* 
watchful nest Jennie became wayward, and 
in «pit> of her father's effort*, fell into bad 
company, frequenting a notorious resort 
known as the "London Bouse," kept by a 
woman known to the police as "Mother" 
Dart*. Turpin Anally sent his daughter t« 
New York whore her annt tried

i Toledo. One ni^ht in Decern 
ber, 1K7H, Turpin found Jennie in company 
with a man of low character named Met 'af- 
ferty and took her home. After fltwUltlll 
her he locked her up in her room. Hhe mide 
a rope of the bedclotliiiiir, lowered herself 
from the second story window and Us 
refuge with Mother Davis. 

Jennie had a mistaken idea that bar fnth> 
had, a large sum of money in hi j < ami) 
which his wife, Jennie's mother, hud willed 
to the daughter. At Mother Disrii 
spiracy was hatched to get rid of Turpin 
and obtain possession of this money. In Jan- 
uary, 187H, Turpin was arrested on a charge 
of Incest, preferred by his daughter, Jennie, 
then only sixteen years of age. He was in- 
dicted, tried and convicted solely 
tirnony. The trial was stubbornly contested 
and lasted nearly two weeks. John C. 
Hutching and K J. Blandin, now on the 
bench in this county, prosecuted, and Mar- 
tin A. Foran, now congressman, and A 
Williams, now senator from this city, 
fended Turpin. On the first ballot the jury 
stood nine for conviction and three for ac- 
quittal Judge Mc Math delivered the only 
sentence possible under the law, imprison- 
ment at hard labor in the penitentiary for 
life. An appeal was taken to the district 
court, but when the case had reached there 
nothing but the wrapper which had enclosed 
the ropers in the case could Oe found. The 
content* had been lost or stolen. It was im 
possible to duplicate them, and there 'vaa no 
other recourse. 

On March 18, 1870, Turpin entered the pen- 
itentiary as a life prisoner. He was a poor 
man, and not till 1H81 were any definite (tapi 
taken toward a pardon. Then Attorney J. 
J. Kelly began the collection of a mass oi 
evidence, which, accompanied by strong pe 
titions, he presented to Oov. Foster in 1K8.\ 
The docunvnts were pigeonholed. A year 
later Kellv revived the affidavit of Mother 
Davis, who has since died, in which sh. 
swore that she. had js rsuailad Jennie Turpin 
to make the charge against her father, 
that Turpin was innocent, and thn 
slic would do all in her power to secure hi> 
release. Another affidavit Was receive, 
from a partv, alxo since deceased, w!io hoard 
' the details of the conspiracy discussed, 
Hill' lav its from jurors, who sworn that, in th 
light of the newly-discovered evidence, the;' 
were satisfied of Turpi n's innocence. These 
were presented to Oov. Hoadly. Huddanh 

peared from the pardon clerk's office, an'., 
the most diligent search failed to revoal it 
The documents were replaced as far as pos- 
sible, and Attorney Kelly made affidavit at- 
to the contents of the others.
